The book had originally been in- 
tended to be dedicated to the stu- 
dents of Hartnell College, but at 
the untimely death of the _presi- 
dent, John Lemos, the book will 
be dedicated to the memory of the 
fourth president of our college. 

According to Alice Sams, editor, 
and Doris Henry, associate editor, 
the book will be one of the best 
ever published by the Associated 
Students of Hartnell College. The 
112-page book is financed by the 
Associated Students, and does not 
rely upon advertisements for sup- 
port. Student photographers Tom 
Freeman, Jerry Little, and Bob 
Spung work with professional pho- 
tographer Ed Frayne to produce a 
Pictorial effect by using many full 
page pictures and montages.

According to foreman Jim Sum- 

rall, work on the new student union, 
costing $104,785.00, will be com- 
pleted sometime in the middle of 
May. 
When queried about the number 
of workers on the job, he stated 
that it varied according to the 
type of work being done. 

An excellent safety record has 
been maintained on the project so 
far. No working time at all has 
been lost this year because of ac- 
cidents.

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Polls Register Poor Turnout 


It is fortunate for the nonvoters that responsible persons were elected 
to office. However, it is feasible that a person of poor capabilities could 
have been elected to one of the important offices in Hartnell College 
student government if such .candidates had been running. Perhaps it 
would have been good for the succeeding classes at Hartnell if this poor 
showing had produced “goof-offs.” They could look back on this year’s 
showing as a lesson learned and experience gained to adhere to. 

A more miserable showing and utter display of disinterest couldn’t 
have materialized if it had been planned. A bare percentage of over 
one half the eligible voters voted in the initial balloting. For the run- 
off, less than one half of the voters bothered to cast a vote. 

This showing gave none of the candidates any reasonable display of 
appreciation for their interest, hard work, and initiative shown for their 
student government. Hours of work on suitable campaign posters, 
speeches and changes to the constitution and other phases in govern- 
ment went unnoticed. 

This disinterest. probably leaves a bad taste in the mouth of each of 
the candidates, including the winners. How can you be sure that the 
correct person is in office when you have only the majority of the mi- 
nority votes counted? 

As said earlier, responsible people have been elected and it appears 
as if Hartnell student government shall again next year have the cor- 
rect guidance it has enjoyed these past years. But again, it would per- 
haps be good for the school if these persons turned out to be irresponsi- 
ble and nonproducers. — By JERRY HUCKLEBERRY.

must be given to the printer. The 
book is divided into signatures, 
each containing 16 pages. 

At a given deadline, 16 com- 
pleted pages must be given to 
the printer. The 16 pages are 
never split, although a signature 
may come in two divisions. The 
divisions of the book this year are: 
Faculty and Administration, Soph- 
omores, Freshmen, Organizations, 
Activities, and Athletics. 

When the printer sets the type, 
reduces the pictures, and combined 
the two divisions, a ‘“brownline” 
copy is sent back to the journalism 
department for final proofreading. 
This is the last that is seen of the 
book before it goes into actual pro- 
duction. When the actual printing 
is complete, the sheets are sent to 
Los Angeles to the bindery and 
then the chosen covers are put on. 
The book is then shipped back to 
the journalism department for dis- 
tribution to the student body.

California State Polytechnic Col- 
lege’s 42-man glee club and 15- 
piece dance orchestra will give an 
assembly from 2 to 3 p.m., and a 
dance from 8 to 12 p.m., today. 


The. collegiate musicians are on 
their fourteenth annual spring tour 
which takes them to high schools, 
naval stations and colleges through- 
out San Francisco Bay and Penin- 
sula, central coast and Salinas Val- 
ley areas, March 20-25. Programs 
are scheduled for Alameda, Mare 
Island, Campbell, Redwood City, 


Oakland, Treasure Island, San Jose, 
Gilroy, Los Gatos, Santa-Cruz, Car- 


mel, Monterey, and Salinas. 


Included in the all-male glee club 
are two other entertainment groups

Minors,” which is made up of a 
12-man barber shop singing group. 

The annual spring tour is the 
highlight of the music department 
year, Tour members are chosen on 
a competitive basis. Members, old 
and new, try out. several weeks 
prior to tour-time and are chosen 
by glee club student officers. 

According to H. P. “Davy” Da- 
vidson, director of the department 
since 1936, the method of choosing 
works well in that any student has 
the chance to compete and earn a 
place with the select group. The 
42-man group is chosen from more 
than 70 glee club members.. 


According to Davidson, who also 
does some arranging for the glee 
club, the program will include pop- 
ular and light opera pieces.

Veteran- of the Week is well- 
known Paul Rede, president of the 
local Veterans’ Club and a staunch 
supporter of school government. 
Paul has spent much of his free 
time improving the Veterans’ Club, 
and helping to revise the Interclub 
Council constitution. It seems that 
parliamentary procedure is one of 
his outstanding hobbies. He = re- 
cently attended the state meeting 
of the California Student Federa- 
tion of Veterans at Reedley Col- 
lege and came back with invalua- 
ble information concerning the im- 
provement of our local club. 

Rede is a native of New Mexico 
and attended schools in that area. 
He graduated, however, from _eve- 
ning school in Salinas, where he 
now makes his home. He traveled 
widely throughout the -world and 
has seen action in both theaters of 
operation, including the Korean 
police action. Rede served on 
eight ships including the USS Was- 
muth (DSM-21) which broke in 
half and sank with. the loss of 62 
lives 10 days after he transferred 
to another ship. 

He is the recipient of many 
awards such as the Korean Presi- 
dential Citation and F.D.R.’s simi- 
lar award, the U.N. Medal, Korean 
Medal, with two stars, and the Asi- 
atic-Pacific Medal with four stars. 

Rede left the «service to further 
his education and has the perma- 
nent rank of quartermaster first 
class in the Inactive Reserve. He 
is majoring in language interpre- 
tation.

groups, Hartnell’s ensemble has 
won statewide recognition for a 
superior group. 

Madrigal singing is from the 16th 
century when the favorite enter- 
tainment for a family or gathering 
was to bring out a book of music, 
gather around a table and sing for 
the entire evening. The music it- 
self tends to be contrapuntal, or 
each part carrying a separate mel- 
ody. There are alsé combinations 
of contrapuntal and harmonic mel- 
odies. The groups are seldom 
larger than 16 members, usually 


four voices for each part. The sing- 
ing is without accompaniment of 
any kind. 

The 16th century music is usu- 
ally sung in Latin, Italian, French, 
or English. 

Two engagements for the Ma- 
drigals this month include a per- 
formance at the San Corlos Hotel 
in Monterey in honor of the 300th 
anniversary of the landing of the 
Jewish people in America. The 
program will be of three Hebrew 
songs, two in the Hebrew language 
and one in English. 

On March 25, the group will 
travel to Modesto Junior College 
for the Northern California Junior 
College vocal’ and ensemble festi- 
val. Hartnell’s Madrigals and sew 
eral soloists will perform in this 
festival.

The Hartnell College Board of 
Trustees recently approved _in- 
creases in the salaries of the col- 
lege cafeteria helpers to equal those 
paid at the high school. According 
to Sept. J. Frederic Ching, the 
S.U.H.S. rate is $1.50 per hour. 


The board also voted to pur- 
chase 18 typewriters now instead of 
in July to save approximately $180. 
It was’ estimated that the transac- 
tion would involve a transfer from 
the undistributed reserve of about 
$2,000. 

Another measure approved was 
the request by Hartnell President 
Stuart F. Dufour, to list Chemistry 
12 among the offerings of the col- 
lege so that one student can receive 
credit for the course. 


The board also accepted the 
1953-54 annual audit of the college 
district, student body, and cafete- 
ria accounts by Wilbur Stevens.

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Panthers iieat San Jose; Harts Break Jinx, 
Meet Sequoia Speedsters [Avenge Setbacks: 


Fresh from last week’s victory, the Panther trackmen 
travel to the home of the big trees as they clash with Col- 


lege of Sequoia in a dual meet today. 


With the San Jose 


scalp tucked neatly under their belts, the Adams charges 
hope to continue their winning ways. 
Hartnell trackmen hosted a strong and favored squad 


from San Jose Jaycee in the seasons 
opening meet last week and liter- 
ally ran away with the honors. 

Paced by the double wins of Wes 
Bond and Dick Casper the Panthers 
sgored nine first places, six seconds 
and five thirds in the track and 
field events as they marked up 68 
points for the afternoon. 

Bond won both the mile and two 
mile events and established a new 
Hartnell record for the mile as he 
crossed the finish line with a 4:38.7 
time. His record breaking run 
seemed effortless as he erased the 
old mark of 4:39.5 set in 1941. 

Dick Casper, hard pressed by 
Cushman of San Jose, won the 440 
yard dash in 51.3 seconds, then re- 
turned to the track to turn in a 
brilliant 1:59.4 half mile. effort as 
he easily outdistanced Acord of 
San Jose. Casper’s 1:59.4 clocking 
is one of the fastest 880 times 
posted by a Hartnell runner in 
several years. 

Football player Bob Fierro nar- 
rowly missed the double win 
column as he placed a surprising 
second in the century dash behind 
San Jose’s Fugundes and was barely 
beaten in the 220 yard low hurdles 
by San Jose’s outstanding sprinter 
Brewer, in a 26.3 race. Fierro cap- 
tured first place in the pole vault 
as he cleared the bar at an even 
12 feet to nose out teammate Dave 
Carey. With a third place in the 
broad jump, Fierro placed in a 
total of four separate events. 

Don Bauer, Hartnell high jumper 
posted a 5’ 9” jump to win in a 
weak field, and Marvin Anderson 
took first-place in the discuss throw 
with a toss of 137’ 4” to best Jack 
Armstrong of San Jose. 

Coach Ed Adams watched Jerry 
Morgan leap 20’ 7” in the broad 
jump ‘to account for another first 
place for his impressive Panthers. 

The mile relay and ninth first 
place was easily taken by the Hart 
quartet, Sus Matano, Reggi Ken- 
yon, Dick Casper, and Bill Mix in 
the fair time of 3:40.5. 

In addition to Fierro’s surprise 
second in the century, Sus Matano 
of Hartnell took second in the 220 
yard dash. Jerry Franklin of Hart- 
nell finished third in the same 
race which was won by Fugundes 
of San Jose. Ed Mills reached into 
the show column as he placed third 
in the 120 yard high hurdles. 
Coach Adams’ ability. to juggle 
his track and field men played a 
major role in upseting the Jaguar 
strategy. Premeet dopesters imag- 
ined San Jose, led by Brewer and 
Fugundes, would have little trouble 
disposing of Hartnell. Good con- 
ditioning seemed to play a major 
role in the Hartnell upset win 
Which was evidenced by the un- 
usually fast early season times 
turned in by Casper and Bond.
